Kent Company - First Edition 

Six tiny tears in backing; dates written in several openings 

Kent Company - Second Edition 

Three openings torn without loss of paper; rare this nice 

Very scarce; one opening has a glue impression of the coin it once held 
Looks quite nice overall, but there are too many torn openings for a higher grade 

Backing intact; a faint horizontal crease through one row 

Looks like new, but it was formerly slit horizontally to make into a folder! This has been neatly repaired, and the board looks great

Looks nicer overall, but has a pinhole at the top and a small tear in the face paper at lower right 
Extremely rare variety; backing intact; two horizontal creases through rows with some loss of rigidity 
Looks nicer overall, but all corners are bumped 

Very rare variety; backing intact; a touch of moisture wrinkling at lower right 

Backing completely intact; faint horizontal crease with some loss of rigidity; rare variety with pebbled backing 

Looks VF-NM, but the cardstock was formerly slit horizontally to make it a folder! That has been neatly repaired, and here’s an 
opportunity to acquire an extremely rare board

Backing intact; printing bright; faint vertical crease at bottom 

Very rare first printing without copyright date; five small tears; flocking worn at edges; “Moore” written in script on upper back 
One opening partially torn without loss of paper 

Backing completely intact; face printing a bit worn but readable; tape removal stain at top of back 

This one has the light tan backing normally seen only on earlier varieties 
One ink mark within openings, a couple more on back

Backing completely intact, though the paper is a bit wrinkled as made 
A small patch of clear adhesive residue on front 

Very scarce variety; a few clear tape remnants on back; vendor stamped for Avon Camera & Hobby Shop in Cincinnati 


Looks full NM, but there's a faint horizontal crease across last row not affecting rigidity; vendor stampes for Hansan's Coins & Stamps in 
Kansas City, MO 


Glue residue within one opening 


Backing intact; corners a bit worn; sticker scuff on back; a few dates/mints added lightly at unprinted openings 

Colonial Coin & Stamp Company - Second Edition 

Backing completely intact; a faint horizontal crease is visible but without any loss of rigidity; scarce this nice 
One opening torn; several others dimpled; slight chipping of face; this early printing is seldom seen 
Unused, couple dimples in cellophane, slight chipping at edges 
Unused, just a little dusty on the face 

Gramercy Stamp Company 

Very rare; backing intact; cardstock split one inch from border to an opening; face paper missing one inch upper left corner
